Hodge said two orbit-chang- 
inp maneuvers would be 
dropped from the flight and 
there would tie some curtail- 
ment of scientific experiments 
that require spacecraft maneu- 
vering. 

He said McDivltt and White 
were getting used to sleeping In 
sp;ico after initial "tossing and 
turning" periods. Each slept 
well on their second four-hour 
slumtier period, he reported. 

"Now that we're back on 
regular schedule," Hodge said,

A dry spell haajtervedjKamlnB .already 
that Now York's water supply will not be 
adequate this summer and next fall. As 
a-flrst step to conserve water now before 
the situation T)ecomes desperate, the city 
.tumed off Its 320 ohiament^ljuid^ display 
fountains. The next emergency move was 
to order an end to the practice of serving 
a glass of water to a patron of a restau- 
rant unless he specifically asks for it. 
Such action may ap pear in the natiirA-of 
nit-picking, but It's estimated it will save 
some 12 to 15 million gallons of water 
dally. 

Although Twin Falls experiences a hot 
weather drain of its water supply for two 
or three months every summer, the sit- 
uation has never reached the point where 
serving water In cafes Is forbidden. Any- 
way, in Twin Falls, such a move wouldn't 
make enough difference to consider. The 
worst problem here' has been lack of pres- 
sure in the higher portions of the city. 
Happily, the solution to this bothersome 
problem seems to be within sight now as 
a result of ovenvHeTmlng approval of a 
$2.5 million water bond a couple of weeks 
ago. ' ' 

New Yorkers would never hesitate to 
solve their own water problems if it were 
possible. They would find it almost un 
believable that Twin Falls could solve nil 
its own water problems with a bond issue 
so small. That amount probably wouldn't 
even finance one reservoir for New York 
even if another site were readily avail 
able.

MEMO FOR IDAHOANS 

Memo for Idahoans: 

One of the most ambitious research pro 

grams -In—moder-n—U, eduGational-histnrjL 

has determined that size of school classes, 
condition of school buildings, location of 
-schools in slums or suburbs have little to do 
with achievement by students. 

Money, just plain money, spent on teach- 
ers and Ixjoks is the big item. 

The top four criteria for academic or voca- 
tional success are. In this order: 

Teacher .salaries, teacher experience, num- 
ber of books in school libraries and per-pupil 
expenditures by the schools. 

First findings of the survey were contained 
In a recent article written by Sylvia Porter, 
nationally prominent columnist appearing in 
The Post-Register. Tho study is called "Pro- 
ject Talent. It formed the basis for most of 
the recommendations which lead to the cur; 
rent U. S. Education Act recently pushed 
through Congress with the fire-brcathing of 
President .lohnson behind it. 

While many may have reservations — as we 
do — about this double-door entry of the fed- 
eral government into the elementary and 
secondary education levels of schooling, the 
study's findings are most sobering. .'XmonR 
other things, it demon-stratcs th!*^ high schools 
across the nation are not-immersing students 
in the fundamentals of learning as they should 
The study will undoubtedly have a profound 
effect on the course of future education in 
America. 

The rclatinnship of student achievement to 
funds expended, however, should he of par.i- 
mount interest in Idaho. The Id.iho legislature 
has just allowed education to take a giant 
step in this direction. Yet critics of the one- 
third increase in school funding for this bicn- 
niiim are heard to say that the leqi.<lator'i 
overre.-iched themselves. The so-called eco- 
nomy hloc in the I epislaturc. le*I bv Covcr- 
ror-Candidate William Dee of <;rangcvillc. has

WASHINGTON (UPl) — ■ An 
A[;ricmture Peiwrtment analysis, 
shows that U.S. farm exports to 
the Western Hemisphere have 
kept pace with the rapid rise tn 
total agricultural sales abroad 
only because of stepped-up ship- 
ments to Canada. Exports to 
Latin America have fallen. 

Of the $1.1 billion in U.S. farm 
exports -.'In 1963, Canada took 
S&n million worth, while, the 
total for Latin American, coun- 
tries was about $500 million. In 
1955-58, the U.S. agricultural 
shipments to Canada ' averaged 
$341 - million. During the_iame 
period, shipments to Latin 

Ameytea avcragM $513,5 wiUion. 

The department's Economic 
Research Service (ERS) made 
a study of U.S',> trade with the 
Western Hemisphere since 1935, 
but concentrated chiefly bn U,S. 
exports for 1960-63. 

In 1963, the Western Hemi- 
sphere accounted for nearly 20 
per-cent of the total U.S. farm 
exports of $5.S5 billion, and half 
O.f the $4 billion of farm products 
imported by the United States. 
At that time, U.S. exports to the 
Western Hemisphere were at a 
record high, nine times tho an- 
nual 1935-39 average and nearly 
double the 1945-49 average. 
— ;ERS~said-that-underlying-th«^ 
weakness In the Latin America 
market — apart from the cutoff 
In Cuban trade— has. been the 
economic plight besetting much 
of the region. The agency said 
many countries are faced with 
serious inflation, balanceof pay- 
ments deficits and faltering eco- 
nomic growth. . 

It said. counter mea.sures often 
have rcEUlt ad i n th e erection of 
trade barriers to regulate the 
flow of scarce exchonge. This, 
coupled with political instability 
in Latin America, has hampered 
U.S. agricultural exports, ERS 
said.

The evidence comes from a 
two-year experiment at the 
Universit y's Ca ldwell branch 
^SperimenrSfalion. Ih^rstUd: 
wtfs made by D. L. Thacker, as- 
sistant dairy scientist, and R. H. 
Ross, head of the Department of 
E>alry Science. 

They found that dairy cows 
fed a standard controUed-grain 
ration produced substantially 
higher dollar returns than t^ws 
fed grain free-choice. 

Cows on the high-level grain 
ration -were -given ^ilUhe grain 
they could eat pliis five pounds 
of alfalfa hayiper day. Cows on 
the-standard-ratlon-were-fed-all 
the alfalfa hay they wanted plus 
one pound of grain for each four 
pounds of foiilTpsreent fat-cor- 
rected-milk (FCM) they pro- 
duced. Both groups were fed 40 
pounds of corn silage. 

Figuring feed costs at $25 per 
ton for alfalfa hay and $60 per 
ton for the beet pulp-barley 
.shelled corn grain mixture, here 
is how the groups compared: 

In 1962-63, the controlled-grain 
group produced 100 pounds of 
four percent FCM for $2.24; the 
high-level grain group, $3.34. In 
1963-64, costs were $3.07 for con- 
trolled, $3.38 for high-level grain. 

Production of both groups was 
good, averaging well over 11,000 
pounds FCM per cow. Grain 
consumption of cows in the free- 
choice group was 21.5 per cow 
per ,day the first year. 28.9 
pounds the second. The conYroI- 
led-ratlon group averaged 8 to 9 
pounds of grain and nearly 21 
pounds of alfalfa per day for the 
two years.

Canada thistle is one of the 
most widespread weeds In" Idaho 
and ranks Rrst or second in to- 
ul acreage infested. 

There's a good reason: it's 
tough to control. 

But you can control It if you 
treat at the right time and often 
enough, says Clarence 1. Seely, 
agronomist with the University 
of Idaho.-, Agricultural IrtExperi- 
ment Station. 

"if you can hit the weed with 
two or three.,effective spray ap- 
plications i^ach season, you can 
u.^ually eradicate it in two or 
three years," See ly says. "If 
your crop limits you to one ap- 
plication, you. can only hope lor 
control." 

In cropland where Canada 
thistle infestation . is general, 2,- 
4-D is still the best chemical to 
use. It should be applied when 
thejthistle is in early bud stage. 
Rates will vary according to the 
crop — ■ about two pounds per 
acre for spring wheat and bar 
ley, one and one-half pounds 
per acre for oats, 3eely says. 

Rates for pasture can be two 
to four pounds 2,4-D per acre. 
The spray may also knock out 
pasture legumes, the agrono- 
mist warns. Pastures should 
not be grazed for seven days 
after treatment. 

Canada thistle control with 2,- 
4-D is usually successful in pas- 
tures because it is possible to 
spray two or more times and 
the hay crop competes with the 
thistle, Seely says.
